In Week-Long Initiation Program 


For the first time St. Joseph’s 
Academy is setting up machinery 
for student government. Class 
representatives to the student 
council were elected by the stu- 
dents last week 

During the next two weeks, stu- 
dents will elect five senior rep- 
resentatives to the student- coun- 
cil. The one receiving the highest 
number of votes will be president 
of the council. 

A two-week campaigning arid 
election program, which will bring 
to the helm of the student council 
those students who have shown 
a strong sense of initiative, self- 
reliance, and responsibility as 
leaders of tomorrow, has been 
outlined by the Rev. Stanislaus 
Tuszyriski, C.PP.S., dean of boys. 

Primary elections will be held 
Saturday, Sept. 29, to select eight 
seniors as potential members of 
the council'. Of these eight, the 
faculty will approve five. On the 
following Saturday, Oct. 6, stu- 
dents again will go to the polls 
to elect one of the five as presi- 
dent of the student council. The 
remaining four will constitute 
the working committee' of the 
council. The five will work with 
the class representatives in carry- 
ing out the student government 
program under Father Stan. 

Under Father Stan’s proposed 
program, each class will be al- 
lowed two campaign managers 
to encourage the election of the 
eight seniors who will be elected 
at the primary election Sept. 29. 
Special days of campaigning have 
been set aside for each class. 

Each of the five seniors ap- 
proved by the faculty will in turn 
be permitted to have two senior 
campaign managers and special 
days campaigning to determine 
the choice of president of the 
student council. — > ■ —
